(g) of sub-section (1) of Section 47 of the Indian Railways Act, 
1890 (9 of 1890), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following amendments to the Appointment of Railway Tourist 
Agent Rules, 1980, namely : — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Appointment of Rail¬ 

way Tourist Agent Amendment Rules, 1984. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st September, 
1984. 

2. In the Appointment of Railway Tourist Agent Rules, 1980 
(hereinafter referred to as the said the rules), in 7 of Schedule-I, 
for the v.'ords “10% commission for all th tickets mentioned 
in this schedule”, the words “10% commission in respect of 
sale of tickets to foreign tourists in foreign exchange mentioned 
in this schedule” shall be substituted. 
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3, In rule 6 of Schedule-II of the said rules, for the existing 
rule, the following shall be substituted, namely :— 

"No commission will be payable for the tickets issued 
under this Schedule”.
